Paris, Jan. 20.—Fifteen 
billion 
francs is the estimate most gener­ 
ally accepted as the total of war 
damages to public 
and 
private 
property in France, according to 
George Desplas, of the war damage 
committee of the chamber of dep­ 
uties, who has charge of "she legis­ 
lation fop ilie settlem ent of those 
damages. 
Although prior to this 
war such damages were classed as 
catastrophies over which neither 
men nor governments had any con­ 
trol, the general principle of in­ 
demnity for such damages whether 
by the invaders or by the home 
army was accepted by the chamber 
of deputies last year and a pro­ 
visional sum of 200,090,000 francs 
has already been appropriated for 
immediate disiribution. 
Over two million claims are an­ 
ticipated, a number so vast that it 
would take the thirty courts of 
the invaded departments of France 
about 178 years to settle them fit 
their normal rate 
of 
procedure, 
says M. Deplas, in explaining to 
the Associated Tress the bill now 
under discussion in narliament. “It 
proposes,” he says, “the creation of 
temporary war indemnity tribunals 
somewhat similar to the courts of 
claims in the United States after 
the Civil war. 
Hitch canton and 
each department 
in 
the 
invaded 
region 
will 
have 
commissions 
which will appraise damages. The 
temporary war tribunals in each 
department will pass upon these 
claims, and in cases, of contest, ap­ 
peals will be made to a body called 
the higher commission, composed 
of members of parliament, justice^ 
of the supreme court, representa­ 
tives of the different 
societies and various 
of the government, as 
vided for by the law 
m s . 
“The bill admits 
all 
property 
holders, corporations, departm ents 
and municipalities as well as in­ 
dividuals to the light, to indemni­ 
ties. 
It. does not specifically ac­ 
cord the right to foreign property 
holders because such 
a 
general 
principle would establish a pre­ 
cedent from which other nations 
would at once benefit without any 
prospect of a reciprocal advantage 
for France. 
As to neutrals and 
subjects 
of 
countries 
allied 
lo 
France, it will be a question of 
treaties to be negotiated, in the 
main, since 
the 
only 
existing 
treaties that might be interpreted 
as entitling subjects 
of 
another 
country to the same 
rights 
as 
French citizens are with Switzer­ 
land, Spain and Denmark." 
The proposed law declares to he 
“war damages": 
Immediate dam­ 
ages caused by military operation* 
of the German or allied troops, by 
fire, theft, pillage or as the resuit 
of enforced flight or captivity 
the population or removal of their 
chattels by the enemy. 
The basis 
of the appraisal will be the value 
of the property before the war. 
The re-employtnont of the sums 
paid as indemnities in the recon­ 
struction or reconstitution of m e 
property of the property destroyed 
is one of the much debated articles 
of the measure. The object of it is 
to assure the 
reconstruction 
of 
France’s economic machinery and 
discourage any tendency of claim­ 
ants to abandon industries or oc­ 
cupations upon which 
the 
pros­ 
perity of the country depends. 
“Prompt reparation 
of

after the liberation of the invaded 
territory and 
immediate 
recon­ 
struction of industries and homes 
so as to restore at the earliest pos­ 
sible moment the economic life of 
the devastated provinces: that is 
w hat we are seeking to accom- 
plish,” said M. Up Pl as.

partly destroyed.

IT MUST BE BONE IN WINTER 


Spraying for Peach Leaf Curl Is to 
Be Looked After. 


During last summer the college 
of agriculture at Columbia received 
a good many inquiries concerning 
a disease which war affecting the 
leaves of the peach trees. Samples 
of this disease, examined by Dr. J. 
C. Whitten, professor of horticul­ 
ture, showed that the trouble was 
leaf curl. Observations on the part 
of the men doing extension work 
from the department of horticulture 
showed also that in a few sections 
of the state leaf curl was sufficient­ 
ly abundant to do considerable in­ 
jury to peach trees. 
Peach leaf curl first 
makes 
it 
appearance shortly after the blos­ 
soming season of the peach. 
The 
disease is caused 
by 
a 
fungus 
which grows in the leaves. The af­ 
fected part#of the leaf has a thick­ 
ened, puffed appearance 
that 
is 
more or less curled 
or 
wrinkled. 
If the weather is cool particularly, 
a reddish color is likely to occur 
along the border of some of these 
puffed and thickened areas. Injury 
to the leaves is likely to continue 
until some time in June, when the 
diseased portions, for the most part, 
turn black, soft and badly infected 
leaves drop. 
It is not feasible to check this 
leaf curl during the summer, once 
it has made its appearance on the 
leaves. 
To prevent its reappear­ 
ance the coming spring, the tree 
should be sprayed properly during 
the dormant season this winter or 
in 
early 
spring. 
Lime-sulphur is 
the spray most commonly used and 
if properly applied will entirely pre­ 
vent leaf curl. 
In sections where San Jose scale 
exists the same 
spraying 
which 
should be done for the scale will 
also prevent leaf curl. This spray 
consists cf one 
part 
commercial 
lime-sulphur to eight parts water. 
For San Jose scale and for leaf curl 
combined it may be applied to the 
trees in early winter 
after 
they 
have become thoroughly dormant 
or in early spring just before the 
buds of the tree start into growth. 
If no San Jose scale is present in 
the orchard and leaf curl alone is 
to be sprayed for, the lime-sulphur 
may be diluted to one part of the 
lime-sulphur to fifteen gallons of 
water and put on in early spring 
shortly 
before 
the 
trees 
start

BRITISH INDIA REFERRED TO NOW 


T u r n T h e ir T h o u g h t * L o n g i n g l y T o ­ 
w ard the Activities in the 
Great T heater of W a r at 
the Present Time. 


Peshawar, 
Northwest 
Frontier 
Province, India, Jan. 20.—The Brit­ 
ish arm y officers anc Tommies in 
this northwestern section of British 
India, who often turn their thoughts 
longingly toward the activities in 
the great theaters of war, solace 
themselves with the fact that they 
are holding “the eastern end of the 
front,” anyway. 
Under the direc­ 
tion 
of 
Sir George Roos-Keppel, 
chief commissioner for the North­ 
west Frontier Province, 
they 
are 
keeping open the Peiwar Notal and 
Khyber Passes, the gateways into 
Afghanistan, and are preventing the 
tribesmen of the intervening terri­ 
tory from carrying into British In­ 
dia a warfare w hich might have a 
strong bearing on the situation as a 
whole. 
When the w ar broke out there 
was considerable uneasiness among 
British officials regarding the thou 
sands 
of 
independent 
tribesmen. 
who are ever ready to make trou­ 
ble, and who, if they should suc­ 
ceed in burying their triba fueds 
and unite would present a serious 
menace. 
Numbers of German and 
Turkish emissaries had made their 
way into this independent region 
and had been busy trying lo stir up 
the mountaineers to war, playing 
on the religious fanaticism of the 
latter. 
To a certain extent they 
were successful, for they created 
more or less unrest 
and 
aroused 
hopes of conquest w hich held dan 
gerous potentialities. 
At 
this 
critical 
juncture 
Sir 
George Roos-Keppel, who was then 
on protracted leave of absence in 
England, returned to take charge 
of this province, which forms the 
buffer between the tribesmen and 
the rest of British india. 
As the 
result of the measures which he 
instituted the situation is said to 
have been got thoroughly in hand 
and while the habitual fighting still 
continues there is no longer any 
fear of serious trouble. 
The handling of the tribesmen is 
largely a m atter of personal influ­ 
ence and Sir George is credited in 
official circles with being extraor­ 
dinarily successful. One thing that 
has undoubtedly contributed to his 
success is the fact that he is a 
typical leader of men; tall, broad- 
shouldered, keen 
eyed, 
quick of 
mind 
and 
with 
a 
particularly 
strong personality—the 
type the 
tribesmen respect. The chief com­ 
missioner deals with the chiefs as 
man to man, employing their own 
open handed 
form 
of diplomacy. 
Ile has 
established 
a reputation 
among the tribes as never trying 
to bluff, a fact which 
is 
said to 
hav bridged many a difficulty. 
The Afridi, 
the 
most powerful 
and warlike of the tribesmen, have 
been rem aining 
strictly 
neutral 
ever since the arrival of the chief 
commissioner, although they w’ere 
restless when 
he 
left 
England. 
Here the personal influence of Sir 
George came into play, for he had 
worked among the Afridi for nine 
years and is known and respected 
by the people. The fact that the 
Afridi are friendly is important, as 
it prevents the 
tribes 
on either 
sid of them 
from 
joining hands 
against the British 
The Mohmands, whose territory 
lies near Peshawar, have been giv­ 
ing considerable trouble, as have 
also the Mahsuda, far to the south­ 
west, but it is not depredations by 
individual tribes that is feared, as 
only a concerted action by all of 
them would give cause for particu­ 
lar worry. The 
Mohmands, 
who 
have been committing outrages in 
British territory, and waging petty 
warfare from time to time, already 
are paying for their hostility. Not 
only have they been barred from 
entering the province to carry on 
trade by w'hich 
they 
have been 
want to secure the necessities of 
life, but virtually all the Nomands 
in British 
territory 
have 
either 
been driven back into their own 
country or interned. 
The Mahsuds have been particu­ 
larly active and have devastated a 
large tract of the province along 
their border. For the present they 
are being merely 
held 
in check, 
but Sir George Roos-Keppel told a 
correspondent of 
the 
Associated 
Press that after the w'ar a punitive 
expedition would be sent into their 
territory and that heavy reprisals 
would be exacted.

I never fully realized the import-! 
anre of singing in understandable 
English until I was 
a 
few years 
ago to make a series of song rec­ 
ords for one of 
the 
big phono­ 
graph companies. The director of 
the recording department explain­ 
ed to me that the prime requisite 
of a perfect record is not a series 
of beautiful 
tones, 
but 
a clear 
enunciation so that every word of 
the song may be understood. 
In concert a very large percent­ 
age of the songs we hear are songs 
without words. If we do catcli a 
word now and then it is apt to he 
so scrambled as to he almost be­ 
yond recognition. 
A conversation 
would not be enjoyable where you 
only catch 
an 
occasional phrase, 
and 
since 
singing 
is 
sustained 
talking on a tune, it behooves all 
song birds to cease mingling their 
words. 
I have attended a few perform­ 
ances of grand 
opera 
in English 
Hie past year or so and T am free 
to confess that if T had not been 
told in advance I w’ould have been 
completely in the dark as to w’hat 
tongue the singers were using. In 
singing in 
English, 
whether 
in 
grand opera or in concert, there is 
no valid excuse on the part of the 
singer for failure to 
make every 
word both audible and distinct. 
The listener who 
does 
not un­ 
derstand the text of the song to 
which he is listening is at much at 
sea as the Indian from the plains 
would he at 
a 
Yale 
commence­ 
ment listening to the Greek salut­ 
atory. 
The trouble 
with 
singers, ac­ 
cording to 
the 
director 
of 
the 
phonograph 
laboratory, 
is 
that 
they sacrifice everything for 
the 
one consideration 
of 
beauty 
of 
tone, hut beauty 
of 
tone is not 
singing any more than striking all 
the keys of 
a 
piano correctly is 
playing. 
To stand up before an audience 
and sing mere sounds 
is a sense­ 
less performance, 
no m atter how’ 
beautiful the sound; may he or 
how they please the ear. The evil 
of mere sound singing comes from 
an empty headed misconception of 
the nature of the art of song. 
My idea of 
perfect 
singing in 
English is that the interpretation 
of the text bv musical tone must 
he so that all may understand ev­ 
ery word and gather the story of 
the song.

Simla, India, Jan. 20.—Never be­ 
fore in the history of India have 
more delicate and 
weighty 
ques­ 
tions been thrust upon the foreign 
office. 
Since the beginning of the 
war, Arabia, 
Persia, 
Afghanistan 
and the other countries adjacent to 
the Indian empire all have furnish­ 
ed their problems, the attempts of 
Germany and Turkey to win the 
people of these nations to the side 
of the central allies having created 
situations which have had a vital 
bearing on the world conflict. 
The relations between the British 
government 
and 
these 
eastern 
countries since tho outbreak of hos­ 
tilities, and something of the events 
ending up to the 
present 
status 
were described to a correspondent 
of the Associated Press by the man 
esponsible under the viceroy for 
he conduct of Indian foreign af- 
airs. 
He is A. II. Grant, foreign 
ceretary 
for 
India, whose diplo­ 
macy and intimate 
knowledge 
of 
conditions in the east are said to 
lave been largely responsible for 
he bringing of the floods of in­ 
trigue that have been set loose in 
the Orient by the war. 
Secretary 
Grant, 
among 
other 
things, makes a pronouncement of 
policy 
towards 
Tibet. 
He stated 
that the suspicions concerning the 
British government’s intentions in 
regard to this country 
were 
un­ 
founded, as Great Britain had no 
desire to interfere with her neigh­ 
bor in any way so long as Tibet 
was left alone by other powers. 
India’s Foreign 
Interests. 
He pointed out that India’s for­ 
eign interests cover a very wide 
fieid, stretching 
practically 
from 
Morocco to the Pacific slope. 
“Trade and religious and political 
movements, 
affecting 
India,” 
he 
continued, 
“bring 
us daily refer­ 
ences, especially since 
the 
war, 
from all manner of distant places: 
but our main interests, of course, 
are centered on the countries im­ 
mediately adjacent 
to 
India; 
on 
Arabia, the Persian 
Gulf, 
Persia, 
Baluchistan, Afghanistan, the North 
W est Frontier, Tibet 
and 
China. 
Each of these presents its own pe­ 
culiar problems which have, natur­ 
ally, been complicated out of all 
knowledge by the worldwide war 
and the intrigues resulting from it. 
“In Arabia the main point of in­ 
terest is Aden, wTiich, I am glad to 
say, we have been able to defend 
without difficulty against a Turk­ 
ish inroad from the north. 
The 
Aden settlement itself 
has 
never 
for one moment been in danger, 
although a Turkish force penetrated 
south of the Yemen. The Arabs of 
the Aden hinderland, in spite of the 
difficult position 
in 
which 
they 
have been placed by this inroad, 
have remained, on the whole, re­ 
markably loyal to the British gov­ 
ernment. 
“The Persian gulf, due to the de­ 
spatch early iii the war of a force 
to Mesopotamia, has remained tran­ 
quil. The leading chiefs of the gulf 
littoral 
have 
remained 
entirely 
staunch to the British government, 
and have maintained peace and or­ 
der on the shores of the gulf. 
On the Persian Side. 
“On the Persian side, however, 
things have not been quite so sat­ 
isfactory. 
But this is rather the 
reaction of the conditions in the in­ 
terior of Persia than any real mani­ 
festation of unrest on the littoral. 
For that most distressful country, 
Persia, has been, through no fault 
of her own, dragged into the vor­ 
tex of the war by the selfish and 
unscrupulous intrigue of the cen­ 
tral powders. 
“Persia, with 
an 
ever-changing 
government 
unsupported 
by 
an 
army, afforded a vacuum into which 
alien intrigue would inevitably fly. 
German diplomacy was not slow to 
realize that here was a field for en­ 
deavor. 
lf a state of disorder and 
religious excitement could be caus­ 
ed in Persia which would force the 
Persian government to declare it­ 
self on the side of the Germanic 
powers, the moral effect would be 
far-reaching. The conflagration the 
Germans 
hoped 
would 
spread 
throughout the middle 
east; 
Ai- 
ghanistan and Russian Turkestan 
might catch fire and the fire spread 
to Moslem India and thereby Great 
Britain and Russia might be seri­ 
ously embarrassed. 
“With this policy 
before 
them 
anti regardless of the loss and suf­ 
fering which would thus be caused 
to a weak and unoffending neutral 
country, 
the 
Germans 
and 
the 
Turks at the dictation of the Ger­ 
mans, 
set 
themselves 
from 
the 
start to do what was passible to 
create a state of fanatical chaos in 
Persia. 
The Turks started by the 
violation of the southwestern front­ 
ier with an armed force who were 
promptly expelled by us; the Ger­ 
mans by sending small parties of 
agents with mule loads of ammuni­ 
tion and money to itinerate Persia 
and stir up trouble as they went. 
The German Agents. 
“Those German agents, posing as 
Moslems, though ignorant 
of 
the 
first principles of Islam, managed 
in the first instance, 
by 
cajolery 
and bribery, to meet with a ceitain 
amount of success. 
In the large

gangs of bandits, contrary to the* 
fundamental 
law's 
of 
neutrality, 
they terrorized the country. 
It is 
unnecessary to enumerate in de­ 
tail the murders they effected, the 
looting of the banks, the seizure 
and detention by hired ruffians of 
British 
offiicals 
and British sub­ 
jects. 
“Suffice it that the success of 
these agents was brief. 
Thanks to 
the strong action taken by the Rus­ 
sian troops in the north, the mili­ 
tary action taken by ourselves in 
Eastern 
Persia, 
and 
the 
innate 
friendliness and good sense of the 
Persian government, the situation 
gradually cleared. 
These German 
agents gradually became beggar re­ 
fugees, fleecing from the awakened 
Persian officials supported by our 
own and Russian assistance. 
Rob­ 
bed by bandits who had been their 
clients the day before, these schem­ 
ers have, for the most part, either 
been arrested or are hunted refu­ 
gees. 
“The result has been that Per­ 
sia lins reawakened to a sense of 
dignity 
and 
national 
life. 
The 
short-lived rebellion engineered by 
the Germans 
have 
been 
finally 
quelled and in the place of the cor­ 
rupt force which turned against its 
own government at the dictation of 
aliens, steps are now being taken 
at the request of the Persian gov­ 
ernment to raise a really efficient 
force under British officers for the| 
maintenance of peace and order on 
the southern trade routes and at 
the main trade centers in the south, 
which, it is hoped, will shortly re 
suit in the revival of Persian pros­ 
perity and of the old commercial 
relations with India which have for 
so many centuries bound the two 
countries in ties of friendship. 
The German Intrigues. 
“These German intrigues in Per­ 
sia had their inevitable effect also 
on Baluchistan and on Afghanistan. 
Iii Baluchistan a wave of unrest 
passed along the 
Mekran 
border, 
resulting in one or two serious raids 
and a fanatical outrage in which 
two valuable 
officers 
lost 
theii 
ives. 
The infection spread indeed 
as far as the Sind border of the 
Bombay presidency, but prompt ac­ 
tion was taken. 
Detachments ot 
troops were moved to the disturbed 
areas and, thanks, to Urn co-opera­ 
tion and loyalty of the leading Sar- 
dars, the trouble was 
soon 
sup 
pressed and 
complete 
tranquility 
again prevails. 
“In Afghanistan an already in 
flaminatory condition was increas 
cd by the arrival there, before our 
cordon of troops could stop them 
of a Turco-German mission sent for 
the express 
purpose 
of detaching 
Afghanistan from its allegiance t< 
Great Britain. 
The 
situation 
in 
Afghanistan has, indeed, been most 
difficult and delicate since the en 
try of Turkey into the war, and it 
would be impossible to give to 
much credit to the Amir tor the 
statesmanlike manner in which he 
has 
steered 
the 
ship 
of 
state 
through the reefs of religious ex 
eiteinent and political intrigue. 
“On the outbreak of war wit! 
Germany the Amir guaranteed hi 
neutrality. Oil the entry of Turkey 
into the war and on subsequent or 
erasions be has solemnly reaffirmed 
his intention to maintain this atti 
tude. 
His difficulty, however, in 
doing so cannot be overrated. 
Hi 
people are now' beginning to realize 
that he, with his statesmanlike in 
sight, realized from the beginning 
First, that it would be madness for 
Afghanistan, lying as it does be­ 
tween twto great powers, Russia and 
Great Britain, to throw itself into 
the vortex of the war; secondly, 
that no religious 
issue 
whatever 
was at stake, that though Turkey, 
under the guidance of an entirely 
irreligious military c lique, had been 
drawn into the contest Islam was 
in no way threatened; and, thirdly, 
that honor demanded that he should 
adhere faithfully 
to 
his 
engage­ 
ments to the British government so 
long as the British government on 
their side observed those engage­ 
ments. 
North West Frontier Tribes. 


“This brings us 
to the 
North 
West Frontier tribes who inhabit 
the belt of territory lying between 
the administrative border of British 
India and the Durand line, or Indo- 
Afghan boundary. These tribes en ­ 
joy a semi-independent position un­ 
der what is called our political con­ 
trol. 
The extent of that control 
varies in different areas, but the 
general system is to avoid inter­ 
ference in the internal affairs of 
those tribes and to leave them to 
live their lives as they desire so 
long as they respect the ‘pax Brit­ 
annica’ of our settled districts and 
protected areas. 
The 
system, 
on 
the whole, works admirably, but of 
course these wild 
tribesmen 
are 
liable to fanatical outbursts. 
“The entry of Turkey into the 
war and the religious capital made 
out of this by the pestilent priests 
of the frontier inevitably reacted on 
this wild tract. 
In 1915 there was 
considerable unrest and various of 
the tribes, notably the Mobiliands, 
made inroads into British territory. 
These were promptly dealt with by 
troops and the punishment inflict­ 
ed on the recalcitrant sections was 
sufficient to restore order. 
Since 
then there has been a period of ex­ 
traordinary tranquility, 
i his has 
been due in part to the example set 
by the Amir, in part to our obvious 
military preparedness to meet trou­ 
ble on the frontier, in part to the 
tact that the Afridis, the most in­ 
fluential tribe, have remained, in 
spite of counter 
influences, 
abso­ 
lutely staunch and steady through­ 
out, and in part to the innate good 
sense and loyalty 
of 
the 
tribes 
themselves. 
A Tribe of Freebooters.

The truth of 
the matter is that our only desire 
in regard to Tibet is to see it left 
to itself to develop umh r its own 
government in its own quiet, peace­ 
ful way, without interference from 
ourselves or any other power. 
We 
have no ambition in regard to the 
extension of our borders in that iii 
r»etion nor do we desire to extend 
our control in any way in that coun­ 
try so long as Tibet is left to her­ 
self. 
The geographical position of 
Tibet in relation to India gives us, 
oi course, a special interest in that 
quarter, but this 
is 
an 
interest 
which we desire to emphasize in 
no way whatever so long as Tibet 
remains isolated and autonomous. 
“On the Burma-Cliina frontier all 
is now quiet and no special prob­ 
lems present themselves, 
but 
we 
realize that much must depend on 
the future history and development 
of South China, and we are pre­ 
pared to see some day tile center 
of political gravity on our frontiers

Khyber Pass. Claims and counter 
claims regarding 
the attitude

have been made continually since 
Hie outbreak of hostilities, but this 
much may he affirmed

caravans

thousands of camels and donkeys 
heavily laden with fruits and goods 
are pouring into 
India 
from Af­ 
ghanistan 
through 
this 
gateway 
between the two countries. Mani­ 
festly, these 
peaceful pilgrimages 
could not he undertaken wore con­ 
ditions other than quiet. Aloreover, 
and perhaps still more significant, 
hundreds of Ghilzaf, the nomads of 
Afghanistan, are making their an­ 
nual journey 
into 
the Peninsula 
with the caravans 
for 
trade and 
for tim purpose of securing places 
as laborers 
in

sections. 
These coolies will remain in India 
until spring, unofficial hostages of 
the continued

Bandi Kotal fort in a motor with 
an armed escort. 
Nandi Kotal is some thirty miles 
from the city of Peshaw ar, and for 
the last twenty miles one passes 
through the 
socalled independent 
territory, that 
i s the country in­ 
habited. by the nominally independ­ 
ent tribes of warlike folk who live 
in the mountains in 
this 
region. 
Tirade are the 
people 
who 
have 
probably given more trouble than 
ny others since the British occu­ 
pation of India, for they are con- 
tinu.nlIv at w ar among themselves 
and frequently turn their attention 
to the 
Brit j b 
forces 
stationed 
along the border. 
The road to Bandi Kotal enters 
the independent territory at Jam- 
m d fort, 
well 
garrisoned British 
tronghold at the foot of Khyber 
pass. From here one would be in 
constant peril of death from snip­ 
ers were it not for the fact that 
through an 
agreem ent 
with the 
tribesmen the road and 
the land 
for fifty yard on either side of it 
are “neutral ground,” within which 
no shooting is 
supposed 
to take 
place. To a large extent tho neu­ 
tral section 
is 
considered sacred 
by the 
mountaineers, 
hut there 
are many hands of bandits w ho de­ 
cline to regard it as such and at­ 
tempted raids on caravans are not 
infrequent. 
In order to maintain 
the neutrality of this strip and to 
handle tho m arauders, the British 
have built block houses and small 
forts along the way, and at numer­ 
ous other points sentries are sta­ 
tioned 
in 
commanding positions 
among the rocks.

One of the Finest in India. 
The road, one of the 
finest in 
India, is maintained by the tribes­ 
men along the route, who are paid 
well for keeping 
it 
in condition. 
The steady and much needed in­ 
come which the mountaineers de­ 
rive from this road work is in ad­ 
ded incentive to preserve the neu­ 
trality which the British insist up­ 
on.

the tribal-blood feuds, 
which have existed from tidies im­ 
memorial, cease when either party 
is within the neutral territory.
